Discrimination on Parallel Railroads. 
But, without supposing that they were 


committing a crime, and as yet uncon- 
vinced of sin, these three railways, let us 
say, came together and determined to 
make a single rate to Chicago for all 
business received by each of tho three 
lines; these receipts to be pooled and 
divided. Even had they proceeded upon 
a basis of the single actual receipts to 
each for solicited business, there could 
be no difference to the public either 
way; but they chose to consider the 
most complicated problem of a single 
tariff divided upon the items of expendi- 
ture, outlay and cost. What resulted? 
Simply that there was (as the interstate 
commerce law says there shall be) no dis- 
crimination. 
But when the interstate 


law, while keeping the word of promise 
to the ear by saying there should be no 
discrimination, broke it to the hope by 
saying there should be no pool, what re- 
sulted? Why, in the case of these three 
roads, a discrimination in favor of one- 
third against two-thirds! Tor, when 
each of these three roads makes its own 
tariff, of course, the road having the 
smallest fixed charges to pay makes the 
lowest rates. Tha dwellers along that 
line have the advantage of these low 
rates to which, of the other two rail- 
ways, only one can approximate; while 
the third lino must either go to the other 


TPTr.o or defraud the holders of its 


securities.—Appleton Morgan in Popular 
Science Monthly.

FE3LVLE DETECTIVES. 


CASES ON WHICH THEY CAN DO 


BETTER WORK THAN MEN. 


Authorities Differ as to the General Fit- 


ness of Women for the Secret Service. 
In Mauy Large Cities They Render Val- 


uable Service to the Police. 


Although for a long time detectives of 


the fair sex — and some of them of good 
social status— have been employed for 
the discovery of crime and grave politi- 
cal offensea, and also for making private 
inquiries where delicacy and tact is 
requisite, female detectivism has but oc- 
casionally been employed in the United 
Kingdom for public purposes, and even 
then with merely insignificant results. 
In a recent government report upon the 
Scotch police by Capt. Monro, her majes- 
ty's inspector for constabulary for Scot- 
laud, he says that the employment of a 
few women on the detective staff in large 
and populous places might possibly be of 
valuable service. Owing to this state- 
ment, and the important fact that the 
employment of women as private detec- 
tives in London has made great progress, 
a writer in The London Queen has care- 
fully investigated the subject of this 
article, on which he has received some 
appreciable information from those who 
aio the most competent to speak with 
authority on the question. 


WOMEN FOE "SPOTTERS." 


As regards the engagement of women 


for the detection of crime in this coun- 
try. it is not only very limited, but 
merely extends to few offences, the most 
important of which appear to be shop- 
lifting and pocket picking cases and 
other thefts. In these and other Instances 
they generally act under tho guidance 
and close supervision of regular mem- 
bers of the detective staff. Some years 
ago a large firm of omnibus proprietors 
always engaged women to find out the 
dishonesty of the conductors of these 
vehicles in robbing their masters of a 
portion of their fares, and it is stated 
that women are even now employed for 
this purpose. 


As competent and trustworthy women 


are difficult to secure for secret service 
in police forces, and as no effectual. 
rupans exist for training them for this 
delicate duty, and as they are indiffer- 
ently paid for their work, there is a 
general feeling among policomen of all 
ranks that under present regulations it 
would be unwise to permanently emploj 
women on detective staffs or as agents 
or as assistants to the members of such 
in connection with criminal and politi- 
cal investigations. On the other hand, 
in Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Su Petersburg 
a* d other largo centers of population on 
the comment, tho detective service ren- 
dered by women to the police in these 
cases 
13 very valuable. 
Tho social 


position of ladies employed is often of a 
superior older, while their general 
knowledge is very advanced. The dip- 
lomatic corps of some continental na. 
tions engage ladies as detectives out ol 
their own country. It is stated that a 
few of tho fair sex aro employed in Lon- 
don on behalf of the French and German 
embassies and render very efficient help 
to those to whom they are responsible as 
such. 


STRONG ON DIVORCE CASKS. 


Now, 
for private detective work in 


England— as that required in divorce 
cases, tracing missing friends and other 
secret inquiries— a great number of wo- 
men aro employed, and thei • number and 
services have immensely increased dur- 
ing the last ten years or thereabout 
when female detectivism as a system is 
said to have commenced by firms of 
private inquiry agents in the metropolis, 
The writer has been informed Jay the 
principals of two important private in- 
quiry offices in London — in both of which 
a large staff of women are employed — 
that the latter are far more efficient for 
their duties than men would be. Great 
care is taken in their selection, and they 
are better paid for their services than 
women who are temporarily employed 
in police f 01 ces in proportion to th ) time 
they are respectively engaged in their 
voik 


One metropolitan film, at least, not 


meiely engages a great number of fe- 
male detectives permanently to devote 
their whole time to private inquiry busi- 
ness, but paya them a liberal salary in 
addition to giving them a bonus in re- 
spect of each investigation which they 
have been mainly instrumental in bring- 
ing to a successful termination. The 
amount received by the employers of 
these women in several of such cases is 
very large, and the latter are paid ac- 
cordingly. Ono firm of inquiry agents 
has a very clever lady m their service 
who in the discharge of her duties has 
traveled many thousands of miles. Her 
remuneration has approached £400 a 
year from detective work alone. An- 
other firm has paid one of their fair sex 
defectives as much as £80 for a month's 
service in private investigations. In ad- 
dition to tho remuneration the more effi- 
cient of these; detectives obtain from the 
employers, their incomes are materially 
supplemented by handsoiuo gi utilities 
they receive for successful semus ren- 
dered to those who pay their masters 
very liberally for such.— New Orleans 
Picayune. 


Dominions of Hla Grace Moosouec. 


Some idea of the extent of territory 


of the Canadian diocese may be gath- 
ered from the fact that the Bishop of 
Moosonee exercises jurisdiction over an 
area as large as Europe, extending all 
around the Hudson's bay territory and 
reaching up to the North Pole. Ten 
thousand people are under his care in 
this vast region, and there is no resident 
minister of any other body of Christians 
besides the bjshop and bis seven clergy. 
The distances are enormous, and the 
shortest way to the northern part of the 
diocese is to go to England first and 
then go out in the yearly ship which en- 
ters Hudson"? bay. The bishop has 
everything to do for himself, and is a 
good 
printer, bootmaker, carpenter, 


bricklayer, etc. He has been a worker 
in that far away locality for nearly forty 
years,— The Church Worker.

OUR 
SANITARY LAWS. 


II Is Not That We An Without Them, 


But They An Not Enforced. 


As population increases in density the 


need for the enactment, supervision and 
enforcement of laws -pertaining to com- 
municable diseases increases The gen- 
eral sanitary condition of the United 
States, in respect to density of population, 
is very different to-day from what it was 
one hundred or even fifty years ago. A 
single city with its surroundings now 
contains nearly aa many souls aa did the 
whole United States a century back. 


Far greater alertness on the partol 


legislatures, city governments, courts and 
officials is consequently now required 
than was ever required before, and, so 
far as appears, the need will continue to 
grow with our advance in settlement. 
Our average national death rate has so 
far been comparatively low, but many of 
the large cities of England, notably Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Manchester, surpass 
us in their management of sanitary mat- 
ters, and, if the immunity is to continue, 
we must take additional stepv to secure it. 


The trouble is not so much that we do 


not possess a sufficient number of laws 
as that we are lax in enforcing those we 
have. It appears for example that the 
yellow fever, the outbreak of which has 
been so disastrous in Florida, was intro- 
duced there from Cuba through the 
agency of smuggled goods; and yet there 
exists a law against smuggling. If it 
had been effectually enforced, there 
would have been no epidemic. The in- 
tention of this lav, it is true, is not san- 
itary. But when we find statutes the 
object of which is to secure money al- 
lowed to fall into abeyance, we may be, 
a priori, sure the enforcement of the san- 
itary laws will be so much the more neg- 
lected. 


It must be the aim of the city, state 


and national legislators that communi- 
ties obtain the laws they require for the 
prevention, restriction and abolition of 
disease, wholly uninfluenced by political, 
partisan or mercenary considerations. 
The control of legislation by corporations, 
monopolies and money kinga should 
cease. And in the enforcement of sani- 
tary statutes, greater impartiality is de- 
manded. Tho man of wealth and influ- 
ence should be, indeed, in all respects, 
"equal to the eye of the law" with the 
poorest, and it should be put beyond the 
power of any of those financial dictators 
with whom our ago and country have 
been afflicted to push their grasping 
schemes, as they so often do at present, 
to tho detriment of the lives or health 
of their fellow men,—Boston Herald. 


I Brave Little Salloi. 


On a weather worn bark that is moored 


to a dock in South Washington to-night 
there is a little chap with a remarkable 
history 
lie is 7 years old, his name is 


Qarfield SJocum, and ho is tbs son of 
Capt. Slocum, who has just arrived here 
in a email boat from a 7,000 mile Bail 
from South America. Uarlield was born 
in 1881 m Hong Kong, China, and was 
named in honor of President Garfleld by 
Col. Mosby, consul at that point. The 
boy has traveled not less than 275,000 
miles, including two voyages around the 
world, and has touched his foot upon the 
soil of the three Americas, Europe, Aisa, 
Africa and any quantity of islands, 
and been clear around Australia, His 
last trip on tho Libertad, a boat thirty- 
five feet long, carrying only four tons, 
was 7,000 miles long, a sea voyage un- 
paralleled for a vessel of the size. Bis 
father, mother and elder brother were 
his companions. At times they were 
3,000 miles from land, and the frail little 
craft met dangerous storms, but came 
through safely, Garfield is a s;ood sailor 
and has never shown any fear of the sea. 
In fact he does'uot know anything but 
the sea, having never lived on land longer 
than two weeks at a time. 
This Lib- 


ertad trip, however, did not strike him 
very favorably, and the first night on 
board the small boat, when he knelt at 
his mothei's knee to say his prayers, ho 
looked around a moment and doubtingly 
remarked: "Mamma, this boat isn't big 
enough to pray in."—Washington Cor, 
Chicago News.

The Satellite of Neptune. 


M. Tisserand has presented a report 


to the Paris Academy of Sciences con- 
cerning some remarkable observation* of 
the satellite of the planet Neptune, 
which was discovered 'm 1847. The on. 
glo which the plane of the orbit of this 
satellite made at that date with the eclip- 
tic was about 80 degs,, but this angle has 
now increased by at least 6 degs. The 
satellite moves round its principal in an 
opposite direction to that usually fol- 
lowed by other satellites, BO that a ques- 
tion might be raised whether in the 
course of time this variation in the in- 
clination of the plane of its orbit might 
not end in its movement around its prin- 
cipal becoming normal. M. Tisserand 
showed that this variation of inclination 
was due to the oblate or flattened con- 
dition of Neptune at its poles, and that 
in will complete its limit within a period 
of 500 years, at the end of which time it 
will again bo as it was in 1847. — Scien- 
tific American.

This Tune He Makes a Bold Effort 


to Break Out of Jail. 


James Wilson, the bold calaboose 


burner, highway robber and tough gener- 
erally, kicked up another sensation to- 
day, this time at the county jail, where 
he ia awaiting the action of the grand 
jury for knocking down and robbing B. 
F. Warren ol 835 and a watch and 
chain. This deed was committed on 
Feb. 1, in Central Park. Last night 
Sheriff Mauzy and Bon left lor Joliet 
wi'tifour convicts. This morning the 
turnkey, Charley Huddleston, turned all 
the prisoners out into the main corridor 
of the jail to scrub the floor. After the 
work was through, he supposed that he 
had put all of the prisoners back in the 
cell department behind the bars, and he 
locked the main door to attend to out- 
side duties. At 10 o'clock he opened the 
double doors to go into the jail, and had 
just swung back the heavy inside door, 
when a man grappled with him in a des- 
perate struggle m the hope of regaining 
his liberty. Charley held on to the pris- 
oner and yelled for help. Mrs. Mauzy 
heard his cries and rushed into the office 
to close the jail door which was securely 
fastened. She then went to the county 
building to get help, but when she re- 
turned Charley had his man safely be- 
hind the inside bars. 
The criminal 


proved to be James Wilson. He had 
wrapped himself in a blanket and se- 
creted himself over the main door, inside 
the main corridor, clinging to the pipes, 
and was waiting for the turnkey to open 
the door. It was a well-laid plan and 
would have worked successfully had Wil- 
son been able to cope with Huddleston 
in the trial of strength. Hereafter Wil- 
son will doubtless be kept in a cell and 
given no liberties whatever. His record 
shows him to be a dangerous man. Had 
he succeeded in overpowering Huddle- 
ston and gagging him, very likely Wilson 
would have thrown the doors wide open 
for all of the 13 prisoners to escape.

Wall Paper, Rugs, Mats and Curtains in 


DEMOCRATS LAUQHBO AT Bill 


Senator Shumway and His Charges 


Against Honest Dick Oglesby. 


The following telegram relative to the 


ungrounded charges of extravagance 
against Ei-Gov. Oglesby, made by Sena- 
tor Shumway, Democrat, will be read 
with interest: 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., Ab. 7.- Senator Shum- 
way, the pin-peddler from Christian county, bas 
with the aid ol the Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations, gone through the formality of taking 
stock lor tne Executive mansion, and he Is cha- 
grined to flnd that the Chief Executive, Bichard 
J. Oglesby, just retired, did uot even ship a 
stew pan nor a mouse trap for which the state 
has expended its previous appropriations. 
ChairmanlSecrest called in Mr, Henkle, the aud- 
itor's clerk, who brought the vouchers with hlin 
so that Shumway mlitht, with his experienced 
eye, go over the accounts to see that the state 
bad uot been cheated by reckless and Inexperi- 
enced buying. The long list of articles pur- 
chased for the Executive mansion sluce 1883 by 
both Governors Hamilton and Ogleaby were 
gone through to see that the vouchers agreed 
with the auditor's report m every particular. 
Ibis investigation lasted the whole afternoon, 
and throughout Mr. Shumway watched the items 
with a critical eye, while the other members 
laughed at his seriousness. There was not a 
penny spent that was not accounted for with the 
original bills and vouchers from the people wno 
received the money, 'i he (18.000 which looked 
so big to Shumway dissolved iltsell Into small 
expenditures lor repairs to the mansion, coal, 
gas, plumbing, ice. kitchen utensils, and almost 
every other conceivable article that wouM go 
toward supplying a mansion kept up by the 
btate. Theie were mouse traps at 15 cents each, 
two of them, and Shumway looked triumphant 
as tins extravagance appeared. There were also 
two item of 25 cents for the purchase of insect 
guns, which gave the stolid face of the merchant 
another gleam of triumph. lie thought the Gov- 
ernor had been buying toy guns fur the children, 
but when he found that these were nothing 
nioro than moth-powder guns he still con- 
sidered it a waste of money. 
There was 


another expenditure for a whole box of Col- 
gate's* soap, when the governor might have pur- 
chased the home-made article so much cheaper.

The Antiquity of Man. 


With regard to the discoveries on the 


slopes of the Sierra de Managua, Dr. 
Flint considers that the human bones 
prove indisputably the existence of man 
in Pliocene times. Still we must recol- 
lect that in such an active volcanic re- 
gion as Nicaragua, with its hot and moist 
climate, sudden upheavals and subsi- 
dences may bo expected to have oc- 
c'urrred, while the rich tropical vegeta- 
tion would rapidly repair the ravages 
caused by the most devastating eruptions. 
The footprints themselves tell us little as 
regards their antiquity.

tioned, they present no evidence of be- 
longing to an inferior type of man, while 
the sandal shod footprint indicates a cer- 
tain advance in civilization, since a man 
who wears ehoesat all can hardly belong 
to the earliest stage of human, culture. 
Considering all the circumstances, there- 
fore, it will, perhaps be wisest to adopt 
Dr. Brinton's cautious conclusion, that 
there is not sufficient evidence to remove 
these remains further back than the pres- 
ent Post-Pliocene- or Quaternary period.
